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Detailed Office Action 
Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 126 which requires the original 
numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, 
they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
Misnumbered claims 6-9 been renumbered 5-8. 

The preliminary amendment filed on 10/26/2001 for claims 3-8 have been considered 
for the renumbered claims 5-8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claims 5, 7, the term "and/or" is indefinite. It is not clear when the term should be 
"and" or "or". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Filas et al 

(6,097,873) in view of Ostrander et al (5,087,122). 

With respect to claims 1,8, Filas discloses an optical fiber attenuator system. The 
system comprises: a scattering element 70 (fig 7) for scattering the input light beam wherein 
the scattering element is provided with a varying scattering angle distribution in order to 
control the attenuation (column 9, lines 44-55). 

Filas does not explicitly disclose a beam collecting device. Ostrander discloses a beam 
collecting device 66 (fig 5). It would have been obvious to modify Filas's system with 
Ostrander's beam collecting device to control the output beam more accurate. 

With respect to claim 2, Ostrander discloses a beam distributor 62 (fig 5). 

With respect to claims 3-7, Filas does not disclose the claimed limitations. However, it 
would have been obvious a design to modify Filas's scattering element with different particle 
size for minimizing the wavelength dependency or different shape or different effective 
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thickness or different density for controlling the attenuation for different desired configurations 
as disclosed in Filas, column 9, lines 44-55. The modification involves only routine skill in the 
art.
